Guest Commentary 


So, What Have They Done for Us Lately?

In my position as the commanding 
officer of the Investigative Services 
Bureau, | am often asked, "So, what 
have they done lately?” in regard to the 
Romulus Police Department Special 
Investigation Unit (SIU), abranch of the 
Investigative Services Bureau. 

The Romulus Police Department 
prefers notto release information onthe 
SIU's arrests and activities on a regular 
basis because they usually involve co- 
vert investigations, and doing so could 
jeopardize related cases. 

| also am asked why we do investi- 
gations in other cities. All our investiga- 
tions begin with a Romulus connection 
in some fashion. Our outlook can be 
related to dealing with a nuisance weed. 
Cutting off the leaves does not solve the 
problem. Whenever possible, we will 
‘pursue criminal activity until we reach 
and eradicate the "root" of the problem. 

The Romulus Police Special Inves- 
tigation Unit is one of the most respect- 
ed and resourceful units of its type. We 
are often asked to assist other agen- 
cies, and try to do so when possible. Of 
course, we receive assistance in return 
when necessary. Although perceived 
by many as a "narcotics unit," SIU is 
actually what its name implies, and in- 
vestigates many types of crimes. 

The following is asummary of some 
recent investigations conducted by the 
Romulus Police Department SIU. 
January 2, 1998 

Asearchwarrant was executed at a 
Waterford Township home which was 
being used to grow large quantities of 
marijuana. Two arrests were made, 100 
marijuana plants were seized, and for- 
 feiture proceedings were initiated on 
the $85,000 home. This case resulted 
fromsearch warrants and arrests made 
On a growing operation in Romulus in 
November 1997. 
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January 20, 1998 

A surveillance operation was initi- 
ated on what were believed to be pos- 
sible drug couriers at a Romulus hotel. 
Subsequent interdiction and arrests 
found the three subjects to be in pos- 
session of stolen jewelry, valued at 
nearly $500,000, which the subjects 
had stolen during a jewelry-store rob- 
bery in Ohio. In a shoot-out with local 
Ohio police agencies, a fourth subject 
had been killed. It was further revealed 
that one of the arrested subjects had 
been wanted by the FBI for over five 
years inconnection with robbery sprees 
across the United States. 
January 27, 1998 

A tip from the Nevada Highway 
Patrol led to the investigation of a Ro- 
mulus resident for narcotics trafficking. 
Three arrests were made, marijuana 
was seized, asecond location was iden- 
tified and shut down, and forfeiture pro- 
ceedings are pending on the mortgage- 
free $120,000 Romulus residence. 
February 9, 1998 

A month-long investigation led to a 


search warrant being executed at a , 


Romulus residence used for growing 
marijuana. Two subjects were arrested, 
and nearly 100 marijuana plants were 
seized and destroyed. 
March 6, 1998 

SIU handled the prosecution of two 
individuals arrested by Romulus patrol 
officers during a traffic stop ina residen- 
tial area of Romulus. One of the sub- 
jects was found to be in possession of 
over 50 grams of cocaine andwas given 
a mandatory 10-year prison sentence. 
March 10, 1998 

Asearchwarrant was executed ata 
Romulus residence that was found to 
have a special basement room previ- 
ously used forthe growing of marijuana. 
Subsequently, aSnowmobile and trailer 
— previously reported stolentothe West- 
land Police Department — were found 
on the premises. Investigation by a 
Romulus Downriver Auto Theft Team 
officer resulted in the conviction of the 
owner for insurance fraud. 
March 14, 1998 

Uniformed patrol officers supplied 
information which led to a search war- 
rant for a Romulus apartment. One 
pound of marijuana was found and two 
arrests were made. 
March 26, 1998 

SIU assisted patrol officers in a 
traffic stop of a rental truck. An entire 
pickup truck that had been stolen and 
cut up was discovered inthe back of the 
truck. Search warrants executed in the 
City of Detroit, with the assistance ofthe

Downriver Auto Theft Team, resulted in 
three arrests and the recovery of an 
additional $20,000 worth of car parts. 
April 1, 1998 

SIU officers testified during court 
proceedings in Akron, Ohio, in the suc- 
cessful robbery/homicide prosecution 
that resulted from the January arrests 
and jewelry recovery. 
May 5, 1998 

Surveillance was conducted on a 
Romulus hotelroomthat was suspected 
to be the site of narcotics trafficking. Six 
arrests were made, and a stolen hand- 
gun and stolen autos were recovered. A 
quantity of crack cocaine was seized. 
Undercover officers then posed as the 
drug dealers and arrested a female 
Romulus resident who confessed to 
purchasing crack from that location for 
over a week. A search warrant also 
resulted in the seizure of narcotics from 
a supplier in the City of Taylor. 
June 23, 1998 

Investigation of a possible robbery 
attempt at a local hotel led to the arrest 
of two subjects selling and in posses- 
sion of cocaine and marijuana. Illegal 
funds totaling $5,500 were seized. 
July 23, 1998 

SIU intercepted a shipment of 50 
pounds of marijuana sent through a 
package delivery service. The investiga- 


tion has been forwarded to the Drug 
Enforcement Administration (DEA), 
Detroit. 
August 8, 1998 

The Downriver Mutual Aid SWAT 
team assisted in the execution of a 
search warrant at a Romulus residence 
where armed resistance was likely. 
Seven narcotics-distribution-related ar- 
rests were made. Included in these ar- 
rests was a middle-aged female who 
was later determined to be the "ring- 
leader” of a family drug operation in 
which her 17-year-old daughter assisted 
with the weighing and packaging of 
drugs, as well as counting money. This 
daughter, nine months pregnant at the 
time, gave birth that evening. The baby 
died two months later under suspicious 
circumstances (currently under investi- 
gation by the Taylor Police Department). 
August 14, 1998 

The investigation of areported home 
invasion involving known drug traffick- 
ers led to the arrest of a Suspect in a 
Belleville apartment. A Second suspect 
is known to have fled to Florida and is 
currently being sought. Both subjects 
are Charged with armed robbery. 
August 18, 1998 

A Romulus shipping company sus- 
pected employee theft. Surveillance 
resulted in an employee being stopped 
when leaving the location. Twenty auto- 


motive alternators were recovered from 
the trunk of the employee's vehicle. 
Felony charges were approved and the 
case is pending trial. 
September 9, 1998 

A narcotics distribution investiga- 
tion which had spannedthe previous 12 
months culminated in 11 search war- 
rants, two of which were for houses in 
Romulus, two in Taylor, and acottage in 
Alpena. Six suspects have been arrest- 
ed, with more suspects being pursued 
and pending Federal Grand Jury pro- 
ceedings. The value of property seized 
— including three new sport utility ve- 
hicles purchased withcash and a Taylor 
residence valued at $150,000 — ex- 
ceeded $335,000. Forty-four pounds of 
marijuana were confiscated during the 
searches, with an additional 1,000 
pounds of marijuana being accounted 
for during the five-year life of the inves- 
tigated conspiracy period. Criminal 
charges include Federal counts of con- 
Spiracy to distribute marijuana, money 
laundering, and income-tax evasion. 
The Michigan State Police Conspiracy 
Investigation Unit and the DEA are as- 
Sisting in the ongoing investigation and 
prosecution. 

Inthe first nine months of 1998, SIU 
has assisted the DEA in executing 
Search warrants in and around Detroit, 


set up surveillance equipment for a 
local merchant who had been the victim 
of numerous vandalism incidents on his 
property, and seized illegal gambling 
machines from a local business. SIU 
officers also assisted uniformed offic- 
ers during high-risk felony arrests, con- 
ducted undercover investigations of 
Liquor Control Commission violations, 
assisted Downriver Area Narcotics Or- 
ganization (DRANO) officers with under- 
cover drug buys, and supplied intelli- 
gence information to many area depan- 
ments. Sixty-two arrests, 12 vehicle 
seizures, and 1/7 weapons have been 
taken off the streets, and cash and real 
property totaling more than $1 million 
has been seized pending forfeiture 
proceedings. 

The City of Romulus can be proud 
to have one of the most respected and 
successful police investigative units in 
the State of Michigan.

Delicious Fruit-filled Dessert 
Recipes for Thanksgiving 


There is almost always a big to-do 
about the Thanksgiving turkey. It is a 
symbol of bounty, and traditionally 
carvedatthe table amongst family mem- 
bers and friends.

. finished, andthe wishbone is pulled, it is

Pies, cobblers, and otherfruit-laden 
delicacies have always been popular 
Thanksgiving desserts. The recipes 
below, reproduced from Cobblers, 
Crumbles, and Crisps and Other Old- 
Fashioned Fruit Desserts (Clarkson 
Potter), by Linda Zimmerman and Peggy 
Mellody, are delectable, fruity desserts 
perfect for Thanksgiving. 

Brandied Apricot Cobbler 

%/s cup plus 1 tablespoon sugar 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 

'/s cup high-quality brandy 

1 tablespoon fresh lemon juice 

'/2 teaspoon grated lemon zest 

'/2 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

2 pounds (about 18-20) ripe apricots, 
peeled orunpeeled, pitted and sliced 

(4 cups) 

1’/2 cups cake flour 
1'/2 teaspoons baking flour 
'/s teaspoon Salt 


_ 4 tablespoons (1/2 slick) cold unsalted 


butter, cut into pieces 
2 large egg yolks 
'/3 Cup Sour cream 

Preheat oven to 400°F. 

Mix 3 tablespoons of the sugar, 
cornstarch, brandy, lemon juice, zest, 
and nutmeg in a 2- or 3-quart baking 
dish. Stirin apricots; toss to evenly coat. 

Put the flour, remaining sugar, bak- 
ing powder, and Salt into a large bowl; 
Stir to mix well. Add the butter and cut in 
with a pastry blender until the mixture 
looks like coarse crumbs. 

Beat the yolks and sour cream with 
a fork to blend. Pour over the flour 
mixture and stir with a fork just until the 
dough is moistened. Drop spoonfuls of 
the batter overthe apricots. Sprinkle the 
cobbler with the remaining sugar. 

Bake for 30 to 35 minutes or until 
the topping is golden brown and the 
filling is bubbling. Let cool 10 minutes 
before serving. 

White Peach and Mango Betty 

4'/2 tablespoons unsalted butter, 
melted 

2 pounds (6 medium) white peaches, 
peeled and sliced (4 to 5 cups) 

2 large mangoes, peeled and cubed 

(about 2 cups) 

2 tablespoons dark rum 

2 tablespoons fresh lime juice 

'/; to*/s cup granulated sugar or to taste 
2 cups coarsely ground zwieback 

(1 6-ounce box, 24 slices) 

'/s cup firmly packed light brown sugar 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

'/; cup Chopped pecans 

Vanilla or macadamia ice cream 


Preheat ovento 375°F. Lightly brush 
a 1-quart baking dish with 1 to 2 tea- 
spoons of the melted butter. 

In a large bowl, toss together the 
peaches, mangoes, rum, lime juice, and 
Sugar to taste.

Pear-Cranberry Crisp 
2 pounds Bosc ar Anjou pears peeled, 

cored, and sliced (about 5 cups) 

2 cups fresh or frozen cranberries 

'/s Cup granulated sugar 

°/s cup firmly packed light brown sugar 
°/s Cup all-purpose flour 

1 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

8 tablespoons (1 stick) cold unsalted 
butter, cut into 1-inch pieces 

1 cup coarsely chopped hazelnuts 

'/2 Cup quick-cooking oatmeal 

Heavy cream or vanilla ice cream 

Preheat the oven to 350°F. Com- — 
bine the pears and cranberries in a 
deep 1'/2-to 2-quart baking dish. Sprinkle 
the granulated sugar over the fruit and 
toss thoroughly. 

Mix the brown sugar, flour, and nut- 
meg in a medium bowl. Cut in the butter 
with a pastry blender or rub in with your 
fingers until the mixture resembles 
coarse crumbs. Mix in the nuts and 
oatmeal. Sprinkle evenly over the fruit. 

Bake for 35 to 40 minutes, or until

Veterans Remembered at Cory 


Cory Elementary paraprofessional 
Phyllis Kreft and Vietnam veteran Ed 
"Doc" Jessick spoke to approximately 
100 students at a special school assem- 
bly in recognition of Veteran's Day. The 
program was planned by Cory's parent 
coordinator, the Reverend Rita Talley, 
as a consciousness-raising activity. 

Kreft recalled growing up in Romu- 
lus during the Second World War. 
| "We recycled tin cans, grew veg- 

etables in our victory gardens, and ra- 
tioned food and gasoline," she told the 
attentive students. 

Kreft went on to discuss a prisoner- 
of-war camp that was housed at Middle- 
belt and Goddard roads. She said that 
she was always scared when her par- 
ents would drive past the camp's high 
fences. 3 

Kreft concluded her talk with proud 
references to her husband and daugh- 
ter, both of whom have served their 
country in the Navy. 

Jessick is also proud of his military 
service. The Vietnam vet earned his 
nickname because of his work as a 
medic in the front lines, where he was 
frequently the only person with medical 
training available to assist his section's 
troops_on the battlefield, Jessick's job 
was a dangerous one, and he did in fact 


receive the Purple Heart for being 
wounded in action. 

Today, Jessick proudly wears an 
MIA (missing in action) bracelet on one 
wrist and a Vietnam Memorial Wall pic- 
ture onthe other. Although he began his 
talk wearing a purple army jacket, he 
soon removed it to reveal the military 
garb he wore when he was overseas. 

"Please," he said, speaking in alow 
but firm voice, "always remember that 
men and women fought anddied so that 
you would be free — free to speak your 
mind and thoughts, and free to even 
burn the flag. But never desecrate this 
flag, for it stands for everything that is 
right in this country." 

On behalf of the staff and students, 
Talley thanked the guests fortheirheart- 
warming and informative words, and for 
the powerful message that they brought 
to the school.

Game #6: River Rouge Panthers 

The Romulus Flyers took it on the 
chin on Saturday, October 17, as they 
came up shortin allthree games against 
the River Rouge Panthers. 

The day began with another devas- 
tating loss for the Romulus Freshmen, 
who were never in the game against a 
formidable River Rouge team that domi- 
nated from beginning to end. The Pan- 
thers easily scored a touchdown on 
their opening drive, then continued their 
onslaught to pile up a 21-0 lead by 
halftime. Inthe second half, things were 
much the same, as the Flyers found 
little running room. It wasn't until late in 
the third quarter that the Flyers got on 
the score board, when Cameron Demps 
sliced off right tackle fora 60-yard TD.!n 
the fourth, River Rouge put Romulus 
away with another long drive which ate 
up most of the quarter, giving the Pan- 
thers a 32-7 win. 

Inthe Junior Varsity game, itwas a 
high-scoring shoot-out, but Romulus ran 
out of bullets first and fell 45-33 to the 
undefeated Panthers. River Rouge 


jumped off to a 6-0 lead less than two 


minutes into the game, but the Flyers 
came back on the very next play, with 
James Kendrick going off tackle left, 
then cutting back right, to elude a hostof 
Panthers for a60-yard touchdown. Trail- 
ing 7-6, River Rouge returned the Fly- 
ers' kick back to Romulus’ 20-yard line 
and, three plays later, regainedthe lead, 
12-7.

River Rouge came on hot inthe second 
half, putting up three touchdowns in the 
third quarter to take a 38-20 lead.

Inthe first game of the day, the Flyer 
Freshmen went down hard again, end- 
ing their season with a disappointing 
loss that brought their overall record to 
1-7. The Romulus offense could get 
nothing going, but the Bulldogs scored 
almost at will in their 38—0 victory. Allen 
Park drove into the Flyers’ end zone in 
the team's first three possessions and 
took a 20-0 lead into halftime. The 
Bulldogs continued their impressive play 
as the third quarter began, using their 
advantage in size and strength to retain 
their momentum to the end. 

Once again, however, the JV game 
was adifferent story entirely, as adeter- 
mined Romulus team jumped all over 
their Allen Park hosts. The Bulldogs, 
who came into the match having al- 
ready secured a playoff spot with their 
7-0 record, were maybe too busy look- 
ing ahead to the beginning of post- 
season play the following week. The 
Flyers, on the other hand, came in hun- 
gry, knowing that they must win the 
contest in order to qualify as the fourth 
and final team in the playoffs. 

Following each team's unsuccess- 
ful opening drive, Flyer Coach John 
Wester reached into his bag of tricks on 
the team's second possession, and ran 
a trap play off left tackle that resulted in 
a 60-yard touchdown for James Ken- 
drick, giving Romulus a 6-0 lead. The 
Flyer defensemen again held their 
ground, and when Romulus regained 
the ball, Robert Anderson broke off 
tackle and weaved his way through the 
Bulldogs for another TD. In the second

dug out a few tricks of his own, running 
the old "Statue of Liberty" play to set up 
the Bulldogs’ only score. Later, with the 
Flyers'second-team offense onthe field, 
Wester sneaked Kendrick back on the 
field for a reverse play that went 60 
yards for another Romulus touchdown, 
making the score 19—6. The Bulldogs 
started to get things going, and ap- 
peared to be heading for a score on a 
drive that took them to within the Flyers’ 
20-yardline, but Romulus' defense stiff- 
ened as Anderson intercepted the first 
of six errant Bulldog passes. With the 
ballon their own 10-yard line, Kendrick 
scampered around the left end and out- 
ran the Bulldog defenders for a90-yard 
touchdown, increasing the Flyers’ lead 
to 25-6. With less than four minutes left 
tillthe half, Allen Park mounted another 
drive and moved inside Romulus’ 20- 
yard line before Kendrick picked off the 
first of his two interceptions and re- 
turned the ball to the Flyers' 40. As time 
was running out, Wester again went to 
his magic bag and came up with a play 
that led to a 61-yard touchdown pass 
from Anderson to Kendrick. The Flyers 
cruised into halftime with a 32-6 lead. 
Inthe second half, Romulus closed 
down its high-powered offense and 
played keep-away, eating up seven- — 
and-a-half minutes of the third quarter. 
Although the Flyers did not score onthe 
drive —turning the ball over to Allen 
Park on downs at the Bulldog two-yard 
line — they effectively ended any hopes 
of a late comeback that the Bulldogs 
may have had. Romulus' final scoring 
came late in the fourth, as Kendrick 
capped off the day with his fifth touch- 
down, bringing the final score to 38-6. 
"The touchdown just before the half 
broke themdown," Coach Wester stated 
at the end of the game. "Without that 
play, | think they would have come out in 
the second half looking for blood." 
twas the first time in four years that 
the Flyers' JV team qualified for the 
League playoffs. (Romulus lost to the 
Bulldogs, 25-0, inthe 1994 Champion- 
ship game.) With plans to do better this 
time, the Flyers began preparing to meet 
the River Rouge Panthers in the first 
game of the post-season. 
Unfortunately, the Flyer Varsity did 
not fare as well as their JV counterparts, 
losing to Allen Park, 33-6. Romulus 
entered the game with a slim hope of 
moving to the playoffs, but that hope 
was shattered early when the bigger, 
stronger Bulldogs roughed them up. 
Trailing 21—0 with less than two minutes 
left in the first half, quarterback Maurice 
Warren hit Ron Ford for a big gain, 
giving the Flyers first and goal. On the 
very next play, Chris Dew punched 
through the middle of Allen Park's line to 
give the Flyers their only score.
